6".      Pride  goeth  before  destruction,  and  a  haughty  spirit  before  a  fall. 
'T.      Better  it  is  to  be  of  an  humble  spirit  with  the   lowly,  than  to   divide   the   spoil 
with  the  proud.

S.      Be  still,  and  know  that  I  am   God :   I  will  be  exalted  among  the 
heathen.     I  will  be  exalted  in  the  earth.

S.  There  shall  be  a  handful  of  corn  in  the  earth  upon  the  top  of  the 
mountains  ;  the  fruit  thereof  shall  shake  like  Lebanon  :  and  they  of 
the  city  shall  flourish  like  grass  of  the  earth.

T.      Thy  testimonies  are  very  sure  :  holiness  becometh  thy  house,  O  Lord,  for  ever.

'Teacher.     Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul :    and  all  that  is  within  me,  bless  his  holy 
name. 

School.      Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  forget  not  all  his  benefits : 
T.     Who  forgiveth  all  thine  iniquities  ;   who  healeth  all  thy  diseases  ; 

S.     Who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  destruction ;    who  crowneth  thee 
with  loving  kindness  and  tender  mercies ; 
T.     Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good  things ;   so  that  thy  youth  is  renewed  like 
the  eagle's.

S.      Bless  the  Lord,  all  his  works  in  all  places  of  his  dominion :   bless 
the  Lord,  O  my  soul.

Teacher,      Better  is  the  poor  that  walketh  in  his  integrity,  than  he  that  is  perverse  in 
his  lips,  and  is  a  fool. 

School.     Also,  that  the  soul  be  without  knowledge,  it  is  not  good  ;   and 
he  that  hasteth  with  his  feet  sinneth. 
T.     The  foolishness  of  man  perverteth  his  way :   and  his  heart  fretteth  against  the 
Lord. 

S.     Wealth  maketh  many  friends ;   but  the  poor  is  separated  from  his 
neighbor. 
T.     A  false  witness  shall  not  be  unpunished ;   and  he  that  speaketh  lies  shall  not 
escape. 

S.     Many  will  entreat  the  favor  of  the  prince :    and  every  man  is  a 
friend  to  him  that  giveth  gifts. 
T.     All  the  brethren  of  the  poor  do  hate  him  :   how  much  more  do  his  friends  go  far 
from  him?  he  pursueth  them  with  words,  yet  they  are  wanting  to  him. 

S.      He  that  getteth  wisdom    loveth    his  own  soul :    he  that  keepeth 
understanding  shall  find  good. 
T.     A  false  witness  shall  not  be  unpunished  ;   and  he  that  speaketh  lies  shall  perish. 
S.      Delight  is  not  seemly  for  a  fool ;   much   less  for  a  servant  to  have 
rule  over  princes. 
T.     The  discretion  of  a  man  deferreth   his  anger ;    and   it  is  glory  to  pass  over  a 
transgression. 

S.      Slothfulness  casteth    into  a  deep  sleep ;    and  an  idle  soul    shall 
suffer  hunger. 
T.      He  that  keepeth  the  commandment  keepeth  his  own  soul ;   but  he  that  despiseth 
his  ways  shall  die. 
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S.     He  that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the  Lord  ;   and  that 
which  he  hath  given  will  he  pay  him  again. 
7^.      Chasten  thy  son  while  there  is  hope,  and  let  not  thy  soul   spare  for  his  crying. 
S.     A  man  of  great  wrath  shall  suffer  punishment :   for  if  thou  deliver 
him,  yet  thou  must  do  it  again. 
T".     Hear  counsel,  and  receive  instruction,  that  thou  mayest  he  wise  in  thv  latter  end. 
S.      There  are  many  devices  in  a  man's  heart :    nevertheless  the  counsel 
of  the  Lord,  that  shall  stand. 
7^.      The  desire  of  a  man  is  his  kindness:   and  a  poor  man  is  l)ctter  than  a  liar. 

S.      The  fear  of  the  Lord  tendeth   to   life  :    and   he  tliat   hath   it   shall 
not  he  visited  with  evil. 
7^.      A  slothful  man  hideth  his  hand  in  his  bosom,  and  will  not  so  much  as  bring  it 
to  his  mouth  again. 

S.      Smite  a  scorner,  and  the  simple  will  beware:    and  reprove  one 
that  hath  understanding,  and  he  will  understand  knowledge.

Isaiah   i2  and  55. 
'Teacher.      O    Lord,   I   will    praise   thee :   though   thou    wast   angry  with    me,  thine 
anger  is  turned  away,  and  thou  comfortedst  me. 

School.      Behold,  God  is  my  salvation  ;  I  will  trust,  and  not  be  afraid : 
for  the  Lord  Jehovah  is  my  strength  and  song  ;  he  also  is  become 
my  salvation. 
T.      Therefore  with  joy  shall  ye  draw  water  out  of  the  wells  of  salvation. 

S.      And   in   that   day  shall   ye    say,    Pi^aise   the    Lord,  call  upon  his 
name,  declare  his  doings  among  the   people,    make   mention  that 
his  name  is  exalted. 
jT.      Sing  unto  the  Lord ;   for  de  hath    done   excellent   things  :   this   is  known  in  all 
the  earth. 

6".      Crv  out,  and  shout,  O   thou   inhabitant  of  Zion :  for  great  is  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel  in  the  midst  of  thee. 
T.      Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters,  and  he  that  hath  no  money  ; 
come  ye,  buy,    and  eat;   yea,  come,    buy  wine  and   milk   without   money  and 
without  price. 

S.     Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which   is  not  bread?  and 

your  labor  for   that  which  satisfieth   not?  hearken   diligently  unto 

me,  and  eat  ye  that  which  is  good,  and  let  your  soul  delight  itself 

in  fatness. 

T.     Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me  ;  hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live  ;  and   I  will 

make  an  everlasting  covenant  with  vou,  even  the  sure  mercies  of  David. 
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S.      Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found :  call  ye  upon  him  while 
he  is  near. 
T'.      Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and   the   unrighteous  man   his   thoughts:    and 
let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  he  will   have    mercy  upon    him ;    and  to  our 
God,  for  he  will  abundantly  pardon.

Teacher.      Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth,  where  moth  and   rust 
doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break  through  and  steal. 

SchooL      But  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither 
moth    nor  rust    doth    corrupt,   and    where    thieves  do  not    break 
through  nor  steal : 
T.     For  w^here  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

S.      The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye  :   if  therefore  thine  eye  be  single, 
thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light. 
T.      But  if  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  darkness.      If  therefore 
the  light  that  is  in  thee  be  darkness,  how  great  is  that  darkness ! 

S.  No  man  can  serve  two  masters :  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one, 
and  love  the  other ;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise 
the  other.     Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon. 
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T.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or 
what  ye  shall  drink ;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  Is  not  the 
life  more  than  meat,  and  the  body  than  raiment? 

S.      Behold  the  fowls  of  the  air :    for  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they 
reap,   nor  gather  into  barns ;    yet  your  heavenly  Father  feedeth 
them.      Are  ye  not  much  better  than  they.'' 
T,     Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add  one  cubit  unto  his  stature .'' 

S.     And  why  take  ye  thought  for  raiment.'*     Consider  the  lilies  of  the 
field,  how  they  grow ;   they  toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin : 
T.     And  yet  I  say  unto  you.   That  even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed 
like  one  of  these. 

S.      Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  field,  which  today  is, 
and    to-morrow  is  cast    into  the  oven,  shall  he  not    much  more 
clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith  "i 
T.     Therefore    take  no    thought,  saying.  What  shall  we  eat.''    or.  What  shall  we 
drink  .''  or,  Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed.'' 

S.      (For  after  all  these  things  do  the  Gentiles  seek;)   for  your  heav- 
enly Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things. 
T.     But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness;    and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto  you. 

S.  Take  therefore  no  thought  for  the  morrow :  for  the  morrow  shall 
take  thought  for  the  things  of  itself.  Sufficient  unto  the  day  is 
the  evil  thereof.

Mark  4  :   i-io,  13-20. 
7eac/ier.     And  he  began  again  to  teach   by  the  sea-side :  and   there  was  gathered 
unto  him  a  great  multitude,  so  that  he  entered  into  a  ship,  and   sat  in  the  sea ; 
and  the  whole  multitude  was  by  the  sea  on  the  land. 

School.     And  he  taught  them  many  things  by  parables,  and  said  unto 
them  in  his  doctrine, 
Z".     Hearken  ;   Behold,  there  went  out  a  sower  to  sow  : 

S.     And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  wayside,  and 
the  fowls  of  the  air  came  and  devoured  it  up. 
2".     And  some  fell  on  stony  ground,  where  it  had  not  much  earth ;  and  immediately 
it  sprung  vip,  because  it  had  no  depth  of  earth  : 

S.     But  when  the   sun  was  up,  it  was  scorched ;   and  because  it  had 
no  root,  it  withered  away. 
7T      And  some  fell  among  thorns,  and  the  thorns  grew   up,  and   choked   it,  and  it 
yielded  no  fruit. 
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S.     And  other  fell  on  good    ground,  and   did  yield  fruit  that   sprang 
up  and  increased ;  and  brought  forth  some  thirty,  and  some  sixty, 
and  some  a  hundred. 
T".      And  he  said  unto  them,  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

S.     And   when    he  was   alone,  they  that   were   about   him   with   the 
twelve  asked  of  him  the  parable. 
T".     And  he  said  unto  them.  Know  ye  not  this  parable  ?  and  how  then  will  ye  know 
all  parables? 

S.     The  sower  soweth  the  word. 
y.     And   these    are  they  by  the  wayside,  where  the  word  is  sown ;  but  when  they 
have  heard,  Satan   cometh  immediately,  and  taketh   away  the    word   that  was 
sown  in  their  hearts. 

S.     And  these  are  they  likewise  which  are  sown  on  stony  ground  ;  who, 

when   they   have   heard   the   word,    immediately   receive    it  with 

gladness ; 

T",     And   have  no   root   in  themselves,    and   so   endure  but  for  a  time  :   afterward, 

when  affliction  or  persecution  ariseth   for   the  word's   sake,    immediately  they 

are  offended. 

S.     And    these    are    they   which    are    sown   among   thorns ;    such  as 
hear  the  word, 
T".     And  the  cares  of  this  world,  and  the   deceitfulness  of  riches,  and  the   lusts  of 
other  things  entering  in,  choke  the  word,  and  it  becometh  unfruitful. 

S.     And  these  are  they  which   are    sown   on  good   ground ;   such  as 
hear  the  word,  and  receive  it,  and  bring  forth   fruit,    some  thirty- 
«  fold,  son>e  sixty,  and  some  a  hundred. 

Selection  Uwent^^iEicjbtb, 

Luke   io:   25-37. 
Teacher.     And  behold,  a  certain  lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted  him,  saying.  Master, 
what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life? 

School.      He  said  unto  him,  What  is  written  in  the  law ;   how  readest 
thou  ? 
T.     And  he  answering  said.  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God,  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind :   and  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself. 

6*.      And  he  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  answered  right :   this  do,  and 
thou  shalt  live. 
7 .     But  he,  willing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  And  who  is  my  neighbor?

S.     And  Jesus  answering  said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from  Jeru- 
salem to  Jericho,  and  fell   among  thieves,  which  stripped  him  of 
his  raiment,  and  wounded  him,  and  departed,  leaving  him  half 
dead. 
71     And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain  priest  that  wav :   and  when  he  saw 
him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 

6'.      And    likewise  a    Levite,  when    he  was  at    the  place,   came  and 
looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 
T".     But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was  :   and  when  he 
saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on  him, 

6".     And  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and 

wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own  beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn, 

and  took  care  of  him. 

T".     And  on  the  morrow  when  he  departed,  he  took  out  two  pence,  and  gave  them 

to  the  host,  and  said  unto  him.  Take  care  of  him  :   and  whatsoever  thou  spend- 

est  more,  when  I  come  again,  I  will  repay  thee. 

6".      Which  now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was  neighbor  unto  him 
that  fell  among  thieves.^ 
T".     And  he  said,  He  that  showed  mercy  on  him.      Then  said  Jesus  unto  him,  Go, 
and  do  thou  likewise. 

Selection  Uwentv^^lRintb. 

James  3. 
Teacher.     My  brethren,  be  not  many  masters,  knowing  that  we  shall  receive  the 
greater  condemnation. 

School.      For  in  many  things  we  offend  all.      If  any  man  offend  not 
in  word,  the  same  is  a  perfect  man,  and  able  also  to  bridle  the 
whole  body. 
T.     Behold,  we  put  bits  in  the  horses'  mouths,  that  they  may  obey  us ;   and  we  turn 
about  their  whole  body. 

6".      Behold  also  the  ships,   which  though  they  be  so  great,  and  are 
driven  of    fierce  winds,   yet  are  they  turned    about  with  a  very 
small  helm,  whithersoever  the  governor  listeth. 
T.     Even  so  the  tongue  is  a  little  member,  and  boasteth  great  things.      Behold,  how 
great  a  matter  a  little  fire  kindleth ! 

S.     And  the  tongue  is  a  fire,  a  world  of  iniquity :    so  is  the  tongue 
among  our  members,  that  it  defileth  the  whole  body,  and  setteth 
on  fire  the  course  of  nature  ;   and  it  is  set  on  fire  of  hell. 
T.     For  every  kind  of  beasts,  and  of  birds,  and  of  serpents,  and  of  things  in  the 
sea,  is  tamed,  and  hath  been  tamed  of  mankind : 
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6*.      But  the  tongue   can   no   man   tame ;   it  is  an  unruly  evil,  full  of 
deadly  poison. 
T.      Therewith  bless  we  God,  even  the  Father ;  and  therewith  curse  we  men,  which 
are  made  after  the  similitude  of  God. 

S.     Out  of    the  same  mouth  proceedeth  blessing  and  cursing.      My 
brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be. 
T.     Doth  a  fountain  send  forth  at  the  same  place  sweet  water  and  bitter  .? 

S.      Can  the  fig-tree,  my  brethren,  bear  olive-berries?  either  a  vine, 
figs  ?  so  can  no  fountain  both  yield  salt  water  and  fresh. 
T.     Who  is  a  wise  man  and  endued  with  knowledge  among  you.^  let  him  show  out 
of  a  good  conversation  his  works  with  meekness  of  wisdom. 

S.      But  if  ye  have  bitter  envying  and  strife  in  your  hearts,  glory  not, 
and  lie  not  against  the  truth. 
T.     This  wisdom  descendeth  not  from  above,  but  is  earthly,  sensual,  devilish. 

S.     For  where  envying  and  strife  is,  there  is  confusion  and  every  evil 
work. 
T.     But  the  wisdom  that  is  from  above  is  first  pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle,  and 
easy  to  be  entreated,  full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,  without  partiality,  and  with- 
out hypocrisy. 

S.     And  the  fruit  of  righteousness  is  sown  in  peace  of  them  that  make 
peace.

James  4:   11 -17. 

Teacher.  Speak  not  evil  one  of  another,  brethren.  He  that  speaketh  evil  of  his 
brother,  and  judgeth  his  brother,  speaketh  evil  of  the  law,  and  judgeth  the  law : 
but  if  thou  judge  the  law,  thou  art  not  a  doer  of  the  law,  but  a  judge. 

School.      There  is  one  lawgiver,  who  is  able  to  save  and  to   destroy : 
who  art  thou  that  judgest  another? 
T.      Go  to  now,  ye  that  say.  To-day  or  to-morrow  we  will  go  into  such  a  city,  and 
continue  there  a  year,  and  buy  and  sell,  and  get  gain : 

S.     Whereas  ye  know  not  what  shall  be  on  the  morrow.     For  what 
is  your  life  ?     It  is  even  a  vapor,  that  appeareth  for  a  little  time, 
and  then  vanisheth  away. 
T.     For  that  ye  ought  to  say,  If  the  Lord  will,  we  shall  live,  and  do  this,  or  that. 

6*.      But  now  ye  rejoice  in  your  boastings :   all  such   rejoicing  is  evil. 
T.     Therefore  to  him  that  knoweth  to  do  good,  and  doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is  sm. 
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Romans   13:   7,  8,    10. 
S.     Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues  :   tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due  ; 
custom  to  whom  custom  ;  fear  to  whom  fear  ;  honor  to  whom  honor. 
T".     Owe  no  man  anything,  but  to  love  one  another :  for  he  that  loveth  another 
hath  fulfilled  the  law. 

vS.     Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbor :  therefore  love  is  the  fulfill- 
ing of  the  law. 

Selection  Ubirt^^jffrst. 

Luke  ii  :   1-13. 
Teacher.     And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  he  was  praying  in  a  certain  place,  when  he 
ceased,  one  of  his  disciples  said  unto  him,  Lord,  teach  us  to  pray,  as  John  also 
taught  his  disciples. 

School.     And  he  said  unto  them.  When  ye  pray,   say.  Our  Father 
which  art  in  heaven.    Hallowed   be   thy   name.      Thy   kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  done,  as  in  heaven,  so  in  •earth. 
T.      Give  us  day  by  day  our  daily  bread. 

S.     And  forgive  us  our  sins;  for  we  also  forgive  every  one  that  isin- 
de"bted  to  us.    And  lead  us  not  into  temptation  ;  but  deliver  us  from 
evil. 
T.      And  he  said  unto  them.  Which  of  you  shall  have  a  friend,   and  shall  go  unto 
him  at  midnight,  and  say  unto  him,  Friend,  lend  me  three  loaves ; 

S.     For  a  friend  of  mine  in  his  journey  is  come  to  me,  and  I  have 
nothing  to  set  before  him. 
T.     And  he  from  within  shall  answer  and  say.  Trouble  me  not :   the  door  is  now 
shut,  and  my  children  are  with  me  in  bed ;   I  cannot  rise  and  give  thee. 

S.      I  say  unto  you.  Though  he  will  not  rise  and  give  him,  because  he 
is  his  friend,  yet  because  of  his  importunity  he  will  rise  and  give 
him  as  many  as  he  needeth. 
T.     And  I  say  unto  you.  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you;   seek,  and  ye  shall  find; 
knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you. 

S.     For  every  one  that  asketh  receiveth  ;   and  he  that  seeketh  findeth  ; 
and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened. 
T.     If  a  son  shall  ask  bread  of  any  of  you  that  is  a  father,  will  he  give  him  a  stone  } 
or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  for  a  fish  give  him  a  serpent.^ 

S.     Or  if  he  shall  ask  an  g^^^.,  will  he  offer  him  a  scorpion.? 
T.     If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children :   how 
much  more  shall  your  heavenly  Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask 
him .''

Teacher.     Again,  ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  by  them  of  old  time,  Thou 
shalt  not  forswear  thyself,  but  shalt  perform  unto  the  Lord  thine  oaths : 

School.      But  I  say  unto  you,  Swear  not  at  all ;   neither  by  heaven ; 
for  it  is  God's  throne  : 
T.     Nor  by  the  earth ;   for  it  is  his  footstool :   neither  by  Jerusalem  ;   for  it  is  the 
city  of  the  great  King. 

S.     Neither  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head,  because  thou    canst  not 
make  one  hair  white  or  black. 
T.     But  let  your  communication  be.  Yea,  yea ;  Nay,  nay :   for  whatsoever  is  more 
than  these  cometh  of  evil. 

S.     Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said.  An  eye  for  an  eye,  and  a 
tooth  for  a  tooth  : 
T.      But  I  say  unto  you,  That  ye  resist  not  evil :   but  whosoever  shall  smite  thee  on 
thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the  other  also. 

S.     And  if  any  man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law,  and  take  away  thy  coat, 
let  him  have  thy  cloak  also. 
T.     And  whosoever  shall  compel  thee  to  go  a  mile,  go  with  him  twain. 

iS.      Give  to  him  that  asketh  thee,  and  from  him  that  would  borrow  of 
thee  turn  not  thou  away. 
T.     Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said.  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor,  and  hate 
thine  enemy. 

S.      But  I  say  unto  you.   Love  your  enemies,   bless  them   that  curse 

you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them  which 

despitefully  use  you,  and  persecute  you  ; 

T.      That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  :   for  he  maketh 

his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on 

the  unjust. 

6'.      For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  reward  have  ye  ?  do 
not  even  the  publicans  the  same .'' 
T.      And  if  ye  salute  your  brethren  only,  what  do  ye  more  than  others  ?  do  not  even 
the  publicans  so  ? 

S.      Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  is 
perfect. 
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Selection  XTbirtp^XTbirt). 

Luke  6  :  30-45. 
Teacher.     Give  to  every  man  that  asketh  of  thee ;   and  of  him  that  taketh  away  thy 
goods  ask  them  not  again. 

School.     And  as  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  also  to 
them  likewise. 
T.      For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  thank  have  ye.''  for  sinners  also  love 
those  that  love  them. 

S.     And  if  ye  do  good  to  them  which  do  good  to  you,  what  thank 
have  ye  }  for  sinners  also  do  even  the  same. 
T.      And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of  whom  ye  hope  to  receive,  what  thank  have  ye  ?  for 
sinners  also  lend  to  sinners,  to  receive  as  much  again. 

S.      But   love  ye  your  enemies,  and   do  good,  and  lend,  hoping  for 
nothing  again  ;   and  your  reward  shall  be  great,  and  ye  shall  be  the 
children  of  the  Highest."  for  he  is  kind  unto  the  unthankful  and  to 
the  evil. 
T.      Be  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Father  also  is  merciful. 

S.     Judge  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be  judged  :   condemn  not,  and  ye  shall 
not  be  condemned  :   forgive,  and  ye  shall  be  forgiven  : 
T.      Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you  ;   good  measure,  pressed  down,  and  shaken 
together,  and  running  over,  shall  men  give   into  your  bosom.       For  with  the 
same  measure  that  ye  mete  withal  .it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again. 

S.     And  he  spake  a  pai-able  unto  them.  Can  the  blind  lead  the  blind.'' 
shall  they  not  both  fall  into  the  ditch  } 
T.     The  disciple  is  not  above  his  master :   but  every  one  that  is  perfect  sliall  be  as 
his  master. 

S.      And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye,  but 

perceivest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye.'' 

T.      Either  how  canst  thou  say  to  thy  brother.  Brother,  let  me  pull  out  the   mote 

that  is  in  thine  eye,  when  thou  thyself  beholdest  not  the  beam   that   is  in   thine 

own  eye.''       Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye,  and 

then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye. 

6".     For  a  good  tree  bringeth  not  forth  corrupt  fruit;    neither   doth  a 
corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit. 
T.     For  every  tree  is  known  by  his  own  fruit.      For  of  thorns  men  do  not  gather 
figs,  nor  of  a  bramble  bush  gather  they  grapes. 

S.  A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  hi?  heart  bringeth  forth 
that  which  is  good  ;  and  an  evil  man  out  of  the  evil  treasure  of  his 
heart  bringeth  forth  that  which  is  evil :  for  of  the  abundance  of 
the  heart  his  mouth  speaketh. 
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Selection  UFMrt^^ifourtb. 

Matthew  7:   1-14. 
Teacher,     Judge  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged. 

School.     For  with  what  judgment  ye  judge,  ye  shall  be  judged :   and 
with  what  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again. 
T.     And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye,  but  considerest 
not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye? 

S.      Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother.  Let  me  pull  out  the  mote 
out  of  thine  eye;   and,  behold,  a  beam  is  in  thine  own  eye? 
T.      Thou  hypocrite,  first  cast  out  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye ;   and  then  shalt 
thou  see  clearly  to  cast  out  the  mote  out  of  thy  brother's  eye. 

S.      Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  neither  cast  ye  your 
pearls  before  swine,  lest  they  trample  them  under  their  feet,  and 
turn  again  and  rend  you. 
T.     Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ;    seek,  and  ye  shall  find ;   knock,  and  it  shall  be 
opened  unto  you  : 

S.      For  everyone  that  asketh  receiveth  ;   and  he  that  seeketh  findeth  ; 
and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened. 
T,      Or  what  man  is  there  of  you,  whom  if  his  son  ask  bread,  will  he  give  him  a 
stone? 

S.      Or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  give  him  a  serpent  ? 
T.      If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children,  how 
much  more  shall  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  give  good  things  to  them  that 
ask  him  ? 

S.     Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to 
you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them :   for  this  is  the  law  and  the  prophets. 
T.     Enter  ye  in  at  the  strait  gate  :    for  wide  is    the  gate,  and  broad  is  the  way, 
that  leadeth  to  destruction,  and  many  there  be  which  go  in  thereat : 

.S".      Because  strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way,  which  leadeth 
unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it.

Matthew   iS  :    1-14. 
Teacher.     At  the  same  time  came  the  disciples   unto  Jesus,   saying.   Who  is  the 
greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven? 

School.     And  Jesus  called  a  little  child  unto  him,  and  set  him  in  the 
midst  of  them. 
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T.     And  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Except  ye  be  converted,  and  become  as  little 
children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

S.     Whoever  therefore  shall  humble  himself  as  this  little  child,   the 
same  is  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
T.     And  whoso  shall  receive  one  such  little  child  in  my  name  receiveth  me. 

S.     But  whoso  shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones  which  believe  in 
me,  it  w^ere  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged  about  his 
neck,  and  that  he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the  sea. 
T.      Woe  unto  the  world  because  of  offences !   for  it  must  needs  be  that  offences 
come ;   but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom  the  offence  cometh  1 

S.     Wherefore  if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  them  off,   and 

cast  them  from  thee :   it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  halt  or 

maimed,  rather  than  having  two  hands  or  two  feet  to  be  cast  into 

everlasting  fire. 

T.     And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from  thee :  it  is  better  for 

thee  to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye,  rather  than  having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into 

hell  fire. 

S.      Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these   little  ones ;   for  I  say 

unto  you.  That  in  heaven  their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face 

of  my  Father,  which  is  in  heaven. 

T.      How  think  ye  ?  if   a  man   have  a   hundred    sheep,   and  one   of   them   be  gone 

astray,  doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety  and   nine,    and   goeth   into   the    mountains, 

and  seeketh  that  which  is  gone  astray? 

S.  And  if  so  be  that  he  find  it,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  rejoiceth 
more  of  that  sheep,  than  of  the  ninety  and  nine  which  went  not 
astray. 


Selection  trbirt^^Stxtb. 

Luke   14:   7-15. 

Teacher.     And  he  put  forth  a  parable  to  those  which  were  bidden,  when  he  marked 
how  they  chose  out  the  chief  rooms;   saying  unto  them, 

School.     When  thou  art  bidden   of  any   man  to   a  wedding,   sit  not 
down  in  the  highest  room ;   lest  a  more  honorable  man  than  thou 
be  bidden  of  him  ; 
T.     And  he  that  bade  thee  and  him  come  and  say  to  thee.   Give  this  man  place ; 
and  thou  begin  with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  room. 
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6*.     But  when  thou  art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest  room ; 
that  when    he  that    bade   thee    cometh,    he    may  say   unto    thee, 
Friend,  go  up  higher :  then  shalt  thou  have  worship  in  the  pres- 
ence of  them  that  sit  at  meat  with  thee. 
T.     For  whosoever  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased  ;   and  he  that  humbleth  himself 
shall  be  exalted. 

S.     Then  said  he  also  to  him   that  bade   him,   When  thou   makest   a 
dinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy  friends,  nor  thy  brethren,  neither 
thy  kinsmen,  nor  thy  rich  neighbors ;  lest  they  also  bid  thee  again, 
and  a  recompense  be  made  thee. 
T.     But  when  thou  makest  a  feast,  call  the  poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame,  the  blind  : 
S.     And  thou  shalt  be  blessed ;  for  they  cannot  recompense  thee  :  for 
thou  shalt  be  recompensed  at  the  resurrection  of  the  just. 
T.     And  when  one  of  them  that  sat  at  meat  with  him  heard  these  things,  he  said 
unto  him.  Blessed  is  he  that  shall  eat  bread  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Luke  12  :   16-21. 

S.     And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them,  saying.  The  ground  of  a  cer- 
tain rich  man  brought  forth  plentifully  : 
T.     And  he  thought  within  himself,   saying.   What  shall  I  do,   because  I  have  no 
room  where  to  bestow  my  fruits? 

S.     And  he  said.   This  will  I  do :   I  will  pull  down  my  barns,   and 
build  greater ;  and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my  fruits  and  my  goods. 
T.     And  I  will  say  to  my  soul.  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid  up  for  many  years ; 
take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  and  be  merry. 

S.     But  God  said  unto  him.  Thou  fool,   this  night  thy  soul  shall  be 
required  of  thee :   then  whose  shall  those  things  be,   which  thou 
hast  provided? 
T.     So  is  he  that  layeth  up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not  rich  toward  God. 


Selection  Ubirtp^Seventb. 

Matthew  18:   21-35. 

Teacher.     Then  came  Peter  to  him,  and  said.  Lord,  how  oft  shall  my  brother  sin 
against  me,  and  I  forgive  him?  till  seven  times? 

School.     Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee,  Until  seven  times ; 
but,  Until  seventy  times  seven. 
T*.     Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened  unto  a  certain  king,  which  would 
take  account  of  his  servants. 
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S.     And  when  he  had  begun  to  reckon,   one  was  brought  unto  him, 
which  owed  him  ten  thousand  talents. 
T",     But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his  lord  commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and 
his  wife,  and  children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  payment  to  be  made. 

S.     The    servant  therefore  fell  down,   and  worshipped  him,   saying, 
Lord,  have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all. 
7T     Then  the  lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with  compassion,  and  loosed  him,  and 
forgave  him  the  debt. 

6".     But  the  same  servant  went  out,  and  found  one  of  his  fellow  ser- 
vants, which  owed  him  a  hundred  pence :   and  he  laid  hands  on 
him,  and  took  him  by  the  throat,  saying.  Pay  me  that  thou  owest. 
T".     And  his  fellow  servant  fell  down  at  his  feet,  and  besought  him,   saying.   Have 
patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all. 

S.     And  he  would  not :   but  went  and  cast  him   into  prison,   till  he 
should  pay  the  debt. 
T".     So  when  his  fellow  servants  saw  what  was  done,   they   were  very  sorry,   and 
came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all  that  was  done. 

S.     Then  his  lord,  after  that  he  had  called  him,    said  unto  him,    O 
thou  wicked  servant,    I  forgave  thee  all   that  debt,   because  thou 
desiredst  me  : 
T".     Shouldest  not  thou  also  have  had  compassion  on  thy  fellow  servant,   even  as  I 
had  pity  on  thee .'' 

6*.     And  his  lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered  him  to  the  tormentors,  till 
he  should  pay  all  that  was  due  unto  him. 
T".     So  likewise  shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto  you,  if  ye  from  your  hearts 
forgive  not  every  one  his  brother  their  trespasses. 


Selection  Xi:birt\?*3ElGbtb. 

Matthew  20:    1-16. 

Teacher.     For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  a  householder, 
which  went  out  early  in  the  morning  to  hire  laborers  into  his  vineyard. 

School.     And  when  he  had  agreed  with   the   laborers   for   a   penny  a 
day,  he  sent  them  into  his  vineyard. 
T.     And  he  went  about  the  third  hour,  and  saw  others  standing  idle  in  the  market- 
place, 

S.     And  said  unto  them  ;   Go  ye  also  into  the   vineyard,    and   whatso- 
ever is  right  I  will  give  you.     And  they  went  their  way. 
T.     Again  he  went  out  about  the  sixth  an:l  ninth  hour,  and  did  likewise. 
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S,     And  about  the  eleventh  hour  he  went  out,  and  found  others  stand- 
ing idle,  and  saith  unto  them.  Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle? 
7^.     They  say  unto  him,  Because  no  man  hath  hired  us.     He   saith  unto  them,   Go 
ye  also  into  the  vineyard ;   and  whatsoever  is  right,  that  shall  ye  receive. 

S.     So  when  even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  saith  unto  his 
steward.  Call  the  laborers,   and  give  them  their  hire,  beginning 
from  the  last  unto  the  first. 
T".     And  when  they  came  that  were  hired  about  the   eleventh  hour,   they  received- 
every  man  a  penny. 

S.     But  when  the  first  came,   they  supposed  that  they  should  have 
received  more ;   and  they  likewise  received  every  man  a  penny. 
T".      And  when  they  had  received  it,   they   murmured  against  the  goodman  of  the 
house, 

^S".     Saying,   These  last  have  wrought  but  one   hour,   and  thou   hast 
made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the  burden  and  heat 
of  the  day. 
7^.      But  he   answered  one  of  them,  and  said.  Friend,  I  do  thee  no  wrong  :   didst 
not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny.? 

S.     Take  that  thine  is,  and  go  thy  way :   I  will  give  unto  this  last, 
even  as  unto  thee. 
T".     Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with  mine  own  ?     Is  thine  eye  evil, 
because  I  am  good  ? 

S.      So  the  last  shall  be  first,   and  the  first  last ;  for  many  be  called, 
but  few  chosen. 


Selection  Ubirtp^lRlntb, 

Luke   i3  :  32—34. 

Teacher.  And  he  said  unto  his  disciples.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  Take  no 
thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat ;  neither  for  the  body,  what  ye  shall 
put  on. 

School.      The   life   is    more   than   meat,    and   the  body    is   more   than 
raiment. 
'T.     Consider  the  ravens  :   for  they  neither  sow  nor  reap  ;   which  neither  have  store- 
house nor  barn ;   and  God  feedeth  them  :   how  much  more  are  ye  better  than 
the  fowls  } 

S.     And  which  of  you  with  taking  thought  can  add  to  his  stature  one 
cubit .? 
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T.     If  ye  then  be  not  able  to  do  that  thing  which  is  least,  why  take  ye  thought  for 
the  rest? 

.5".     Consider  the  lilies  how  they  grow :   they  toil  not,  they  spin  not ; 
and  yet  I  say  unto  you,  that  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not 
arrayed  like  one  of  these. 
T.     If  then  God  so  clothe  the  grass,  which  is  to-day  in  the  field,  and  to-morrow  is 
cast  into  the  oven ;   how  much  more  will  he  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith? 

S.     And  seek  not  ye  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink,  neither 
be  ye  of  doubtful  mind. 
T.     For  all  these  things  do  the  nations  of  the  world  seek  after :  and  your  Father 
knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  these  things. 

S.     But  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God ;  and  all  these  things  shall 
be  added  unto  you. 
T.     Fear  not,  little  flock;  for  it  is    your  Father's  good  pleasure  to  give  you  the 
kingdom. 

S.     Sell  that  ye  have,  and  give  alms  ;   provide  yourselves  bags  which 
wax  not  old,  a  treasure  in  the  heavens  that  faileth  not,  where  no 
thief  approacheth,  neither  moth  corrupteth. 
T.     For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also.

Matthew  25  :   14-29. 

Teacher.     For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  as  a  man  travelling  into  a  far  country, 
who  called  his  own  servants,  and  delivered  unto  them  his  goods. 

School.     And  unto  one  he  gave  five  talents,  to  another  two,  and  to 
another  one;   to  every  man  according  to  his  several  ability;   and 
straightway  took  his  journey. 
T.     Then  he  that  had  received  the  five  talents  went  and  traded  with  the  same,  and 
made  them  other  five  talents. 

S.      And  likewise  he  that  had  received  two,  he  also  gained  other  two. 
T.     But  he  that  had  received  one  went  and  digged  in  the  earth,  and  hid  his  lord's 
money. 

S.     After  a  long  time  the  Lord  of  those  servants  cometh  and  reckon- 
eth  with  them. 
T.     And  so  he  that  had  received  five  talents  came  and  brought  other  five  talents,  say- 
ing, Lord,  thou  deliveredst  unto  me  five  talents :  behold,  I  have  gained  beside 
them  Bve  talents  more. 
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S.     His  Lord  said  unto  him,  Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  ser- 
vant :   thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee 
ruler  over  many  things  :   enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord. 
y.     He  also  that  had  received  two  talents  came  and  said.  Lord,  thou  deliveredst 
unto  me  two  talents:  behold,  I  have  gained  tw^o  other  talents  beside  them. 

S.      His  lord  said  unto  him.  Well  done,  good  and   faithful   servant ; 

thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler 

over  many  things:   enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord. 

T".     Then  he  which  had  received  the  one  talent  came  and  said,  I^ord,  I  knew  thee 

that  thou  art  a  hard  man,  reaping  where  thou  hast  not  sown,  and  gathering 

where  thou  hast  not  strewed : 

S.     And  I  was  afraid,  and  went  and  hid  thy  talent  in  the  earth :   lo, 
there  thou  hast  that  is  thine. 
T".     His  lord  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Thou  wicked  and  slothful  servant,  thou 
knewest  that  I  reap  where  I  sowed  not,  and  gather  where  I  have  not  strewed : 
S,     Thou   oughtest   therefore    to    have    put    my    money   to    the    ex- 
changers, and  then  at  my  coming  I  should  have  received  mine 
own  with  usury. 
T".     Take  therefore  the  talent   from    him,  and  give  it  unto  him  which  hath  ten 
talents. 

kS".  For  unto  every  one  that  hath  shall  be  given,  and  he  shall  have 
abundance :  but  from  him  that  hath  not  shall  be  taken  away  even 
that  which  he  hath.

Luke  15:   11—24. 

Teacher.     And  he  said,  A  certain  man  had  two  sons: 

S.     And  the  younger  of  them  said  to  his  father.  Father,  give  me  the 
portion  of  goods  that  falleth  to  me.     And  he  divided  unto  them 
his  living. 
T.     And  not  many  days  after  the  younger  son  gathered  all  together,  and  took  his 
journey  into  a  far  country,  and  there  wasted  his  substance  with  riotous  living. 
S.     And  when  he  had  spent  all,  there  arose  a  mighty  famine  in  that 
land ;   and  he  began  to  be  in  want. 
T.     And  he  went  and  joined  himself  to  a  citizen  of  that  country ;    and  he  sent  him 
into  his  fields  to  feed  swine. 

S.     And   he  would  fain   have  filled  his  belly  with  the  husks  that  the 
swine  did  eat :  and  no  man  sfave  unto  him. 
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'T.     And  when   he   came   to  himself,    he   said,   How  many  hired  servants  of  my 
father's  have  bread  enough  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish  with  hunger ! 

S.      I  will  arise  and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say  unto  him.  Father, 
I  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before  thee, 
T.     And  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son:  make  me  as  one  of  thy  hired 
servants. 

S.     And  he  arose,  and  came  to  his  father.      But  when  he  was  yet  a 
great  way  off,  his  father  saw  him,  and  had  compassion,  and  ran, 
and  fell  on  his  neck,  and  kissed  him. 
T.     And  the  son  said  unto  him,  Father,  I  have   sinned  against  heaven,  and  in  thy 
sight,  and  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son. 

S.     But  the  father  said  to  his  servants.  Bring  forth  the  best  robe,  and 
put  it  on   him  ;   and   put  a   ring  on  his  hand,  and   shoes  on  his 
feet: 
T.     And  bring  hither  the  fatted  calf,  and  kill  it;   and  let  us  eat,  and  be  merry: 

S.     For  this  my  son  was  dead,  and  is  alive  again ;   he  was  lost  and 
is  found.     And  they  began  to  be  merry.

Romans   i  3  :  9-2 1 . 

Teacher.     Let  love  be  without  dissimulation.     Abhor  that  which  is  evil ;   cleave  to 
that  which  is  good. 

School.     Be  kindly  affectioned  one  to  another  with  brotherly  love ; 
in  honor  preferring  one  another  ; 
T.     Not  slothful  in  business  ;  fervent  in  spirit ;   serving  the  Lord  ; 

S.     Rejoicing  in  hope ;   patient  in  tribulation ;   continuing  instant  in 
prayer ; 
T.     Distributing  to  the  necessity  of  saints ;   given  to  hospitality. 

S.      Bless  them  which  persecute  you  :   bless,  and  curse  not. 
T,     Rejoice  with  them  that  do  rejoice,  and  weep  with  them  that  weep. 

S.      Be  of  the  same  mind  one  toward  another.     Mind  not  high  things, 
but  condescend  to  men  of  low  estate.     Be  not  wise  in  your  own 
conceits. 
T.     Recompense  to  no  man  evil  for  evil.     Provide  things  honest  in  the  sight  of  all 
men. 

S.     If  it  be  possible,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you,  live  peaceably  with  all 
men. 
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T.     Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  yourselves,  but  rather  give  place  unto  wrath :   for 
it  is  w^ritten.  Vengeance  is  mine  ;   I  will  repay,  saith  the  Lord. 

S.      Therefore  if  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed  him  ;  if  he  thirst,  give  him 
drink :   for  in  so  doing  thou  shalt  heap  coals  of  fire  on  his  head. 
T.     Be  not  overcome  of  evil,  but  overcome  evil  with  good.

Godly  Living. 

Teacher.     For  they  that  are  after  the  flesh   do  mind  the  things  of  the  flesh ;   but 
they  that  are  after  the  Spirit,  the  things  of  the  Spirit. 

School.     For    to  be  carnally  minded  is  death ;   but  to  be  spiritually 
minded  is  life  and  peace. 
T.     Because  the  carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God  :   for  it  is  not  subject  to  the  law 
of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be. 

6^.      So  then  they  that  are  in  the  flesh  cannot  please  God. 
T.     But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the   Spirit,   if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
dwell  in  you. 

S.     Wherefore  putting  away  lying,   speak  every  man  truth  with  his 
neighbor :  for  we  are  members  one  of  another. 
T.      Be  ye  angry,  and  sin  not :   let  not  the  sun  go  down  upon  yovu"  wrath  : 

S.     Neither  give  place  to  the  devil. 
T.      Let  no  corrupt  communication  proceed  out  of  your  mouth,   but  that  which  is 
good  to  the  use  of  edifying,  that  it  may  minister  grace  unto  the  hearers. 

S.     And  grieve  not  the  holy  Spirit  of  God,   whereby  ye  are  sealed 
unto  the  day  of  redemption. 
T.      Let  all  bitterness,  and  wrath,   and  anger,   and  clamor,   and  evil  speaking,   be 
put  away  from  you,  with  all  malice : 

S.     And  be  ye  kind  one   to    another,    tenderhearted,  forgiving  one 
another,  even  as  God  for  Christ's  sake  hath  forgiven  you. 
T.     Let  nothing  be  done  through  strife  or  vainglory ;   but  in  lowliness  of  mind  let 
each  esteem  other  better  than  themselves. 

S.      Look  not  every  man  on  his  own  things,   but  every  man  also  on 
the  things  of  others. 
T.     But  godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain. 

S.     For  we  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain  we  can 
carry  nothing  out. 
7!     And  having  food  and  raiment,  let  us  be  therewith  content. 
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S.     But  they  that  will  be  rich  fall   into  temptation  and  a  snare,   and 
into  many  foolish  and    hurtful   lusts,   which  drown  men  in   de- 
struction and  perdition. 
T.     For  the  love  of  money  is  the  root  of  all  evil :   which  while  some  coveted  after, 
they    have    erred  from  the  faith,   and  pierced  themselves  through  with  many 
sorrows. 

S.      But    thou,    O   man  of  God,   flee  these  things ;   and  follow  after 
righteousness,  godliness,  faith,  love,  patience,  meekness. 
jT.     Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith,  lay  hold  on  eternal  life,   whereunto  thou  art  also 
called,  and  hast  professed  a  good  profession  before  many  witnesses. 

S.  Finally,  brethren,  whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things 
are  honest,  whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are 
pure,  whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things  are  of 
good  report ;  if  there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise, 
think  on  these  things.

James  i  :   16-37. 

Teacher.     Do  not  err,  my  beloved  brethren. 

School.     Every  good  gift  and  every  perfect  gift  is  from  above,   and 
Cometh  down  from  the  Father  of  lights,  with  whom  is  no  varia- 
bleness, neither  shadow  of  turning. 
T.     Of  his  own  will  begat  he  us  with  the  word  of  truth,   that  we  should  be  a  kind 
of  firstfruits  of  his  creatures. 

S.     Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  let  every  man  be  swift  to  hear, 
slow  to  speak,  slow  to  wrath  : 
T.     For  the  wrath  of  man  worketh  not  the  righteousness  of  God. 

S.     Wherefore  lay  apart  all  filthiness  and  superfluity  of  naughtiness, 
and  receive  with  meekness  the  engrafted   word,  which  is  able  to 
save  your  souls. 
T.     But  be  ye  doers  of  the  word,  and  not  hearers  only,  deceiving  j-our  own  selves. 
S.     For  if  any  be  a  hearer  of  the  word,  and  not  a  doer,  he  is  like  unto 
a  man  beholding  his  natural  face  in  a  glass : 
T.     For  he  beholdeth  himself,  and  goeth  his  way,  and  straightway  forgetteth  what 
manner  of  man  he  was. 

6".  But  whoso  looketh  into  the  perfect  law  of  liberty,  and  continueth 
therein,  he  being  not  a  forgetful  hearer,  but  a  doer  of  the  work, 
this  man  shall  be  blessed  in  his  deed.

T.     If  any  man  among  you  seem  to  be  religious,  and  bridleth  not  his  tongue,  but 
deceiveth  his  own  heart,  this  man's  i-eligion  is  vain. 
S.     Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this, 
To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction,  and  to  keep 
himself  unspotted  from  the  world.

Teacher.  Brethren,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which  are  spiritual,  restore 
such  a  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness ;  considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be 
tempted. 

School.     Bear   ye    one    another's    burdens,   and   so  fulfil  the  law  of 
Christ. 
T.     For  if  a  man  think  himself  to  be  something,  when  he  is  nothing,  he  deceiveth 
himself. 

S.     But  let  every  man  prove  his  own  work,  and  then  shall  he  have 
rejoicing  in  himself  alone,  and  not  in  another. 
T.     For  every  man  shall  bear  his  own  burden. 

S.     Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate  unto  him  that 
teacheth  in  all  good  things. 
T.     Be   not  deceived ;    God  is  not  mocked  :    for  whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that 
shall  he  also  reap. 

S.     For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption ; 
but    he    that    soweth    to  the  Spirit  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  life 
everlasting. 
T.     And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well  doing :  for  in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we 
faint  not. 

Ephesians  6:   10-18. 

S.     Finally,  my  brethren,  be  strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  power  of 
his  might. 
T.     Put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the  wiles 
of  the  devil. 

S.     For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against  principal- 
ities, against  powers,   against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this 
world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places. 
T.     Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole  armor  of  God,    that  ye  niay  be  able  to 
withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  having  done  all,  to  stand.

^S.     Above  all,  taking  the  shield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye  shall  be  able 
to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 
T".     And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the   sword   of   the  Spirit,  which  is  the 
word  of  God : 

S.  Praying  always  with  all  prayer. and  supplication  in  the  Spirit, 
and  watching  thereunto  with  all  perseverance.

T.     "When  saw  we  thee  a  stranger,  and  took  thee  in?  or  naked,  and  clothed  thee? 

S.      Or  when  saw  we  thee  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  came  unto  thee  ? 
'T*.     And  the  King  shall  answer  and  say  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you.    Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  me. 

S.      Then  shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left  hand.  Depart  from 
me,  ye  cursed  : 
T.     For  I  was  an  hungred,  and  ye  gave   me   no.  meat:   1  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave 
me  no  drink : 

S.      I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me   not  in :   naked,  and  ye  clothed 
me  not :   sick,  and  in  prison,  and  ye  visited  me  not. 
T.      Then  shall  they  also  answer  him,    saying,    Lord,  when  saw  we  thee  an  hun- 
gred,   or  athirst,  or  a   stranger,  or  naked,    or  sick,  or  in  prison,   and  did   not 
minister  unto  thee  ? 

S.  Then  shall  he  answer  them,  saying,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Inas- 
much as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it  not 
to  me.

T.      She  crieth  at  the  gates,  at  the  entry  of  the  city,  at  the  coming  in  at  the  doors. 
S.     Unto  you,  O  men,  I  call ;   and  my  voice  is  to  the  sons  of  man. 
T.     O  ye  simple,  understand  wisdom  :  and,   ye  fools,  be  ye   of  an  understanding 
heart. 

S.      Hear;   for  I  will  speak  of  excellent  things ;   and  the  opening  of 
my  lips  shall  be  right  things. 
T.      For  my  mouth  shall  speak  truth ;   and  wickedness  is  an   abomination  to   my 
lips. 

6".      All  the  words  of  my  mouth  are  in  righteousness;   there  is  noth- 
ing fro  ward  or  perverse  in  them. 
T.      They  are  all  plain  to   him   that   understandeth,  and   right  to  them  that   find 
knowledge. 

S.     Receive  my  instruction,   and  not  silver ;  and  knowledge  rather 
than  choice  gold. 
T*.     For  wisdom  is  better  than  rubies ;   and  all  the  things  that  may  be  desired  are 
not  to  be  compared  to  it. 

S.      I  wisdom  dwell  with  prudence,  and  find  out  knowledge  of  witty 
inventions. 
T.     The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  to  hate  evil :  pride,  and  arrogancy,  and  the  evil  way, 
and  the  froward  mouth,  do  I  hate. 

S.     Counsel  is   mine,   and  sound   wisdom:    I  am  understanding;    I 
have  strength. 
ZI     By  me  kings  reign,  and  princes  decree  justice. 

S.     By  me  princes  rule,  and  nobles,  even  all  the  judges  of  the  earth. 
T.     I  love  them  that  love  me ;   and  those  that  seek  me  early  shall  find  me. 

S.     Riches  and  honor  are  with  me ;  yea,  durable   riches  and  right- 
eousness. 
T.     My  fruit  is  better  than  gold,  yea,  than  fine  gold ;  and  my  revenue  than  choice 
silver.

WISDOM   CRIETH. 

Proverbs  8  :  20-36. 
Teacher.     I  lead  in  the  way  of  righteousness,  in  the  midst  of  the  paths  of  judg- 
ment ; 
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School.     That  I  may  cause  those  that  love  me  to  inherit  substance; 
and  I  will  fill  their  treasures. 
T".      The  Lord  possessed  me  in  the  beginning  of  his  way,  before  his  works  of  old. 
S.     I  was  set  up  from  everlasting,  from  the  beginning,  or  ever  the 
earth  was. 
Zl      When  there  were  no  depths,  I  was  brought  forth ;   when  there  were  no  foun- 
tains abounding  with  water. 

S.      Before  the  mountains  were  settled,  before  the  hills  was  I  brought 
forth  : 
T.      While  as  yet  he  had  not  made  the  earth,  nor  the  fields,  nor  the  highest  part  of 
the  dust  of  the  world. 

S.     When  he  prepared  the  heavens,    I  was  there :    when    he    set  a 
compass  upon  the  face  of  the  depth  : 
T'     When  he  established  the  clouds  above  :   when  he  strengthened  the  fountains  of 
the  deep : 

S.      When  he  gave  to  the  sea  his  decree,   that  the  w^aters  should  not 
pass   his  commandment :   when  he  appointed  the  foundations  of 
the  earth  : 
T.     Then  I  was  by  him,  as  one  brought  up  with  him :   and  I  was  daily  his  delight, 
rejoicing  always  before  him  ; 

S.     Rejoicing  in  the  habitable   part  of  his  earth ;   and   my  delights 
were  with  the  sons  of  men. 
y.     Now  therefore   hearken  unto   me,  O  ye   children :    for  blessed  are   they  that 
keep  my  ways. 

S.     Hear  instruction,  and  be  wise,  and  refuse  it  not. 
T.     Blessed  is  the  man  that  heareth  me,  watching  daily  at  my  gates,  waiting  at  the 
posts  of  my  doors. 

S.     For  whoso  findeth  me  findeth  life,  and  shall  obtain  favor  of  the 
Lord. 
T.     But  he  that  sinneth  against  me  wrongeth  his  own  soul  :  all  they  that  hate  me 
love  death.

Psalm  37. 

Teacher.     Fret  not  thyself  because  of  evildoers,  neither  be  thou  envious  against  the 
workers  of  iniquity. 

School.      For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the  grass,  and  wither 
as  the  green  herb. 
T.     Trust  in  the  Lord,  and  do  good ;   so  shalt  thou  dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily 
thou  shalt  be  fed. 
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S.     Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Lord ;  and  he  shall  give  thee  the  de- 
sires of  thine  heart. 
T.     Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord  ;  trust  also  in  him  ;  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass. 
S.     And  he  shall  bring  forth  thy  righteousness  as  the  light,  and  thy 
judgment  as  the  noonday. 
T.      Rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait  patiently  for  him  :   fret  not  thyself  because  of  him 
who  prospereth  in  his  way,  because  of  the  man  who  bringeth  wicked  devices  to 
pass. 

6".     Cease    from  anger,  and    forsake  wrath :   fret  not   thyself    in    any 
wise  to  do  evil. 
7T     For  evildoers  shall  be  cut  off  :  but  those  that  wait  upon  the  Lord,  they  shall  In- 
herit the  earth.

School.     The  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  salvation;   whom  shall  I  fear.'' 
the  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  life ;   of  whom  shall  I  be  afraid  ? 
Teacher.     When  the  wicked,  even  mine  enemies  and  my  foes,  came  upon  me  to  eat 
up  my  flesh,  they  stumbled  and  fell. 

S.      Though  an  host  should  encamp  against  me,  my  heart  shall  not 

fear  :  though  war  should  rise  against  me,  in  this  will  I  be  confident. 

T.      One   thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  that  will  I  seek  after  ;   that  I  may  dwell 

in  the  house  of  the  Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the  beauty  of  the 

Lord,  and  to  inquire  in  his  temple. 

6*.      For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall  hide  me  in  his  pavilion  :   in  the 

secret  of  his  tabernacle  shall  he  hide  me ;   he  shall  set  me  up  upon 

a  rock.
